Regarding claim 1 , in a method of splicing weatherstripping including a sealing 
element and a backing element, the prior art does not teach or make obvious the 
concept of the combination steps comprising cutting a portion of the sealing element 
from a first piece of weatherstripping, leaving an exposed portion of the backing 
element, overlapping the exposed portion of the backing element with a backing 
element of a second piece of weatherstripping and ultrasonically joining the exposed 
portion of the backing element of the first piece of weatherstripping to the backing 
element of the second piece of weatherstripping in the manner claimed by the applicant.
